By  this 
uterus  this  whole  country  is  bring  rapidly 
opened  to  the  enterprising  of  all  nations, 
who  flock  hither  to  enjoy  an  unaurpaiard 
climate,  the  rich  Iruita  of  the  noil,  and  a 
sure  reward  trom  the  mine*  if  they  are  but 
properly  worked.  Leaving  Cheyenne  at  an 
elevation  of  0.041  feet,  We  puali  boldly  up 
the  steep  grade  tbat  leads  into  the  black 
hills,  a  name  given  to  ibe  extreme  tsstnlv 
range  ot  the  ltor  ky  Mountains  where  they 
croas  the  territory  of  Wyoming.

taken.  Pike'a  Peak,  Long's  Peak,  and  Elk
